"Chemistry is one of the five depart- 
ments which have the largest volume of 
teaching to do,' the other four being -Eig- 
lish, history, physics and mathematics. 
The chemistry building; designed for pOO 
students, Is now used 'by over 2000.. Store 
serious still, the department has ,cotne to 
be 'seriously 
undermanned. 
With -the 
opening of this year six new men vveie 
brought into the faculty of the depart- 
ment of chemistry. The professorSsip va- 
cant since.the death of Professor Jyislng 
was filled with Gilbert H. Lewis of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
Intense intellectual curiosity, the spirit of 
eager exploration in the borderlands- or 
science, mark the reconstructed depart- 
ment. A group of promising: youths have 
responded to the new opportunities 
af~ 


forded. 
The newly constructed research 
laboratories of the department give prom- 
ise of being tho center of that productive 
scientific activity which Is the life-blood 
of a university. 


DEVELOP DISPENSARY. 


"In medical education the university 
has followed Its action of 10 years ago, 
when the first two years were placed on 
an academic basis, by providing that the 
instruction of tha two clinical years shall 
be given by men whose primary interest 
In life is that of medical teachng and 
medical research. 
The dispensary ser- 
vice has received a gratifying develop- 
ment in volume of material, and hopeful 
efforts are in hand for the provision of 
an adequate teaching hospital, to replace 
the university hospital now found inade- 
quat« in capacity and equipment. The 
work of medical research 1s one to which 
the public need most urgently calls the 
university. 
Development here Is an es- 


sential of the immediate future. 
, "In various fields of knowledge private 
benificence has of late preatly aided the 
university. Mr. Ogden Mill? has continued 
with $7500 a. year the provision made for 
H mimbcr of years by his father, the late 
Mr. D. O. Mills, for maintenance of'the 
southern hemisphere expedition from the 
Lick observatory, devoted to study 
of 


problems of tho movements of the stars 
and the constitution of the stellar uni- 
verse. Miss Ellen D. Scripps i.s providing 
510,000 per annum for tlio maiiiteimnce ot 
the Scripps Institute of Hlologlcal Re- 
search, and has made special provision of 
$20,000 for a pier at the La .lola station, 
of t!2,00n for several cottages for mem- 
bers of the staff, and of other sums for 
various additions to the equipment. Miss 
Annie M. Alexander, herself both scientist

useful and beneficial. Confucius is cred- 
ited with saying that an educated man 
was one who, If confided with an im-

country. 
This definition might serve to 


represent what I have in mind as to the 
standard 
of 
efficiency 
and 
usefulness 


which should result from a training In- 
tended to fit us for some definite calling 
and develop character sufficient for tha 
faithful performance of duties. 
T con- 


sider the functions of a university best 
discharged when the student is fitted to 
conduct the practical business of 
life 


with skill and efficiency. 
"I do not for a moment decry the cul- 
tural'worth of an academic training or 
attempt to assess the value of any form 
of education by the earning capacity pro- 
duced In 
the 
Individual; 
but I do say 
that a university that does no more than 
Impart a purely academic scholarship has 
fallen short of the standard of what such 
an Institution should endeavor to do, for 
those who are 
entrusted 
to 
Its care. 
Speaking as one with university exper- 
ience, and as the result of much observa- 
tion and reflection, I am of opinion that 
the majority of young men and women 
who graduate between the age» of eigh- 
teen and twenty-five have 
no definite 


aim In life and are not specially fitted by 
reason of their training to grapple with 
the practical problems of life. 
This is 


a rr.atter of common 
knowledge among 


business men, and In the opinion of an 
Increasing number of all classes It Is a 
condition which calls for a revision of 
methods. 
I do not speak critically 
or 


censoriously or with special reference to 
any particular university.

WORKS OUT PROBLEMS. 


"In i similar way the success of what 
we term the self made man Is due almost 
wholly to the fact that ho has had 
to 


vvoik out his own problems and thus de- 
veloped his faculties in a way that no 
amount of college coaching would have 
done. Somo of these self-made men be- 
moan the lack of earlv schooling, such 
as their children are able to enjoy under 
more opulent circumstances, 
reasoning 
that if success has been attained under 
such conditions how much greater -would 
the measure of that success havo been 
with the advantage of a university ca-

been college trained. 
It Is a significant 


fact that nearly all the great successes 
in the United States nnd my own cotin- 
trv. Canada—I mean men who In 
the 
vailotis departments of commerce 
and 
industry havo done things of which we 
feel very proud—never got beyond 
tho 


public schools 
of the 
country before 
starting to hew out a career for thom- 
solv es. I am not holding up success in 
life in a worldly sense ua th* goal to be 
attained but simply wish to emphasize 
the fact that there Is a cultural and edu- 
cative value In all effort to work 
suc- 
cessfully along any lino of achievement, 
v/hlch is a factor 
that 
should not be 


overlooked in university work. 
"I would, with your permission, sug- 
gest some conclusion from these premises 
which might tend to modify theories ar^n 
methods 
of 
education 
at 
present In 


v ogue. In some cases a university do- 
Bieo stands for an educational qualifica- 
tion which decs not exist, a degree which 
has been acquired perfunctorily either for 
tile possession of tho degree Itself or as 
a matter rf course. In other cases a de- 
gree Is not acquired because of its edu- 
catlonnl value but because it Is a vnlu- 
jible asset for teaching or professional 
work or confers social standing. 
If an 


educational course were voluntary, 
the 
result of vocational adaptability, of the 
pure lovo of acquiring knowledge, of In- 
tellectual te.mpcrament, wo should llnd 
every graduate continuing in the- lino of 
study for which Ills academical course 
was merely preparatory but the reverse 
IH usually the case. 
"Actual experience goe» to show that 


outside of those who qualify for teachers 
or of some of the professions not 
five 


per cent of the graduates pursue In after 
life the studies of school. 
Does thin not 


Indicate a failure 
In the system which 


would seem to call for a remedy? 


SHOULD CHANGE SYSTEM. 


"Our universities. I submit, should aim 
less to arrive at a uniform standard for 
their students than to develop Individu- 
ality; to encourage vocational 
aspira- 


tions; to specialize rather than to gener- 
alize; to hold up definite purpose and 
usefulness In a career as the object of 
training rather than the- sharpening- of 
wits 
hy a theoretical 
emery 
process, 


that finding out and dolns: things for 
oneself In Infinitely more educative 
In 


effect than accepting tho conclusions, of 
others. 
"I am convinced from my reading anil 
observation that 
this 
view IH rapidly 


gaining ground and oven now to a grep' 
extent T find that at tho conventions ol 
teachers and educationalists tho problem 
most discussed Is how the obvious fail- 
ure of so much educational effort Is to be 
averted hy reformers an affording a so- 
lution 
of 
most 
social problems. 
But 


these proolctiiH nave multiplied and 
the 


remedy still waits. 
No educational 
re- 


form would brln^r about perfect condi- 
tions; br.t It should he capable of dolne 
much In that direction. It does not In- 
volve the implication that there Is 
any 


loss appreciation of cultured values or 
lovo of the classics and studies In hls- 
(ory ind philosophy or that them Is an-v 
deterioration 
of 
Intellectual fihm.

would Indicate, howevei 
that the net 
results of the averaRR university svstem 
may not be fulfilling tho claims made for 
It, not fitting men nnd women for

gigantic railroad systems tho majority of 
whom have lacked college training, havp 
had less mentality than those famous as 
schola:s? 
In the genei.il appraisement 


of the two tv-pos of men. wo mK'ht per- 
tinently ask who Is the greater—tho man 
who painted the landscape or the nrm 
who made it? 
The estimate of each de- 
pends upon tho amount 
of 
intelligence 


nnd skill that was exercised quite, npnrt 
from traditional appraisement of cultural 
value. It I.s true the one mav lack some 
of the flneso begotten of scholarship but 
on tho other hand he possesses some- 
thing—a power of doing and 
creating 


which could never bo evolved In a uni- 
versity. 
Th» man of scholarly attain- 
ments is perhaps too prone to disparage 
the mnn who practices the utilities and 
gives form to technlc.nl njid professional 
skill—the man 
of social efficiency. 
AS 
I have pointed out, undue Importance 
was perhaps aitached In the past gener- 
ations to tho classics, especially to Latin 
which then was the medium of exchange 
of thought among educated men. 


STUDIES OBSOLETE. 


"Logic and metaphysics wero an inle- 


Kial part of every 
college curriculum. 


Tho study of ancient philosophies 
and 


schools of thought was also much In evi- 
dence. 
These no longer have tho same 


prominence. 
While the 
study 
of the 
higher mathematics Is as Important as 
ever It Is no longer considered as essena 
tlal in thp solulion 
of those 
practical 


problems that confront 
us 
In modern 


civilized life. 
Having acquired the fun- 
damentals the careful studv of any prob- 
lem will bring clear thinking. Lord Bn- 
con protested that tho rigid tenets of 
the old schools, based on the Aristotelian 
philosophy, had shackled the nilnjt, 
ot 
scholars for over a thousand years and 
we arc still shackled to some- extent bv 
tho traditions of the past in respect to 
the relative values of training. 
"When I use tho word 
unlveraity, I 
use it in the popular sense. I am aware 
that a university is essentially a degree- 
confenimj Institution and may have no 
tangible existence In tho way of build- 
ings. 
There have- been various defini- 
tions of a university even In tho popular 
sense. One writer In a recent Issue of 
the "Education Review" says: 'The prl- 
mnrv purpose- of tho university In 
t" 


provide the companionship or scholars 
for scholars at a time when sufficient 
maturity lias been reached to make tho 
Joy of the Intellectual life Intense 
and 


produc.llvs. If I may borrow the charm- 
ing phrase from a colIeainiQ of mine, I 
should say that a university is a com- 
pany of scholars 
In which those who 
have discovered 
the 
mind, make full, 


profitable and productive use or 
their 


discovery. 
" 'A university Is an Institution where 


students adequately trained by previous 
study of tho liberal arts anil sciences nre. 
led Into special fields of learning 
and 
research by tewchers of high excellence 
and orVglnallty. and whereby the ngcnov 
of libraries, museums, laborntorlc- nn'l 
publications, knowledge Is conserved, ad- 
vanced and disseminated.

perhaps the smallest one.' 
"Viewed In this llqht there Is 
little 


danger of modern utilitarianism destroy. 
Ing Its usefulness or kllllnq Its Influence. 
A university Is a plar-e where each stu- 
dent should be permitted to pursue and 
have the facilities for pursuing any line 
of study or Investigation for which 
he 
has an adaptability or a Ilklnq. The pur. 
suit of one particular line of study does 
not necessarily exclude or diminish the 
love for 
other 
studies.

defined education

everything. 
A. student I* usually Inter- 
ested In more subject* than one, and I 
think that students should be cneourag. 
ed to proceed on lines of vocational and 
selective studies, as being the best means 
of developing Individuality. 


SHOULD PROVIDE MUCH. 


"The university should provide for all 
shades of thought and llnoa of educa- 
tional development, aiming at efficiency 
in particular callings BO that the results 
may ho practical and useful to all stu- 
dents. 
If a student specializes lie 
will 
not necessarily neglect all other studies. 
While ono student may devote special at- 
tention to literature others would turn 
to art, antiquarian research, philosophy, 
natural science or other study. Tho de- 
velopment of lines of special culture de- 
pends less upon a fixed program than 
upon the liberties of preference. 
A stu- 


tho most progress In a study for which 
he has a nntural lining. Ono onlv rnns- 
tera a profession or a vocational calling 
by actually engaging In tho work and thf 
sooner reasonably ho engages In It, the 
more plastic and Impressionable Is bis 
mind and tho better his chances for suc- 
cess therein. 
You cannot learn farming 
or electricity, or mechanical engineering, 
or mining in school. 
You may famlllar- 


I7e yourself with tho underlyng princi- 
ples which will materially aid you 
In 


actual practice, but you must acquire a 
practical knowledge of farming on the 
fnrm Itrelf and of electricity in elecTrlca1! 
workshops. 


"So I would say, shape your university 


COITSPS by the practicaly 
requirements 


of the time in which we live. Adapt cd-

AH 
that Is useless, ail'that Is fustian

mere pedantry will grow obsolete. With 
regard to the criticisms that are falrlv

Theme: The Present Day proof that Christ arose.

"Yet a little -while and the world soeth me no mere, but 50 


see me, and because I live ye shall live also."—John 


Is there any line of reasoning that will appeal to 


rnpdern minds as present proof that Christ aro.se 
from tho dead, as n;irrated in the gospels? 


IT seems to us there is 
In Paul's great argument in favor of the resurrec- 


tion as a tact of history, in the fifteenth chapter of 
First Corinthians, ha claims that Christ wab seen 
by himself, as well as by others, after he arose; yet 
he was not present with the- other apostles at any 
of the recorded appeanngs, and only his experience 
of conversion on the Damascus road could have been 
the foundation of his claim. 


The narrative" of that tremendous event floes not 


indicate that Paul saw Christ, but that he heard a 
voice which was that of the Saviour. How much of 
this was objective and how much subjects e is hard 
to determine, although the record declares that those 
uho journeyed -with Paul heard the \oice, also, but 
saw no man.

From Paul's later writings, notablv in his second epistle to the Cor- 


inthian church, he expressly states that the risen Christ is more real 
than the Christ in the flesh; "T*a, though TVP have knoi\ n fhnst after 
the flesh, yet now, henceforth knovt we Him no more" tatter the flesh'), 
as though there is a higher manifestation of him. than that in 
the 


flesh. 


GIVE CHtRCH STRONG FAITH. 


The words of Christ ciuoted in the text, and many more like them, 


gave the early church a strong faith that he would soon appear again. 
Did he do so, or were they misled? 


There are many Christian believers who believe that he did _come, 


as He foretold, and that this coming-, though riot in the flesh, was the 
more powerful and blessed because of that; and that the very life and. 
power of the Christian church is in this fact. 


When, He was on earth the disciples asked him, "How is it that 


Thou wilt manifest Thyself uato us and not unto the world ?" He an- 
swered, "If a man love me he will keep my words; and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto him, and make our abode with 
him." 


This indicates the manner of His appearing after the resurrection. 


It was a coming jn the spirit instead of in the flesh, and made it pos- 
sible for him to be the universal Christ instead of being localized m 
Judea where he could only serve and bless a few. 


There are many passages of Scripture which affirm this. In He- 


brews 9:28. the apostle says: 
"Unto them that look for Him shall He 


appear the second time, without sin unto salvation;" and several»times 
he uses the expression commending those "Who love His kingdom and 
His appearing," showing that He is to appear in some satisfying way 
to all who truly love Him. 


The tendency of the modern interpretations of the resurrection are 


toward the spiritual conception of it, though, the bodily features of it 
are susceptible of strong argument. 


RESTS OX SPIRITUAL PROOF. 


The school of Kitsthl, In Germany, holds that faith should he di?a^- j 


sociated with historic facts 
and 
rest on spiritual proofs alone. 
It 


claims that the "Religious impression" made on the world was the 
real work of Christ, and that he should be judged entirely by that, not 
by; the historic records made of it. This rule would bring the personal 
influence of Christ down to latest, times. 


Harnack. another great German theologian, takes much the same 


view 
He distinguishes between the "Easter message" and the "Easter 


faith," the former having reference to the bodily aspects of -the resur- 
rection, and the latter to a faith in a Christ living in the spirit. He 
calls this "The conviction that the Crucified One still lives, and that 
whatever happened at the grave, and in the manner of the appear- 
ances, one thing is certain, this grave is the birth-place of the manner 
of the indestructible belief that death Is vanquished and that there Is 
life eternal." 


Prof. Borden P. Bowne of Boston university took a similar posi- 


tion some few years ago. 
He held that while the bodily resurrection 


might not be susceptible of absolute proof, though antecedently prob- 
able, the -whole history of the church of Christ on earth proves con- 
'clusively a living Christ constantly 
upholding 
and 
strengthening it. 


This line of proof becomes stronger as the centuries pass.

for Its

for the great dignity of Its composition. 
Its theme, "The Resurrection," Is most 
appropriate for the Easter time, for in 
the wonderful Gothic window Is pictured 
the (Treat story of the Resurrection. Tho 
window is designed 
In three 
Gothic 


panels. In the central window Is an In- 
bpirlng picture of the risen Christ, with 
his right 
hand 
raised 
In benediction. 


There 13 infinite strength and tenderness 
in this expression, as befits the conqueror 
of the grave. 


TONES ARE GREEN. 


The color tones arc in pale green, and 


in the foreground are beautiful trllllums, 
symbolizing the Blessed Trinity. 
Over 


the head of the Christ Is a pendant frond 
of eucalyptus dimly seen against the blue 
sky. 
In tho apex of the panal is the 


seal of the diocese of California, 
the 


Episcopal mitre, the cross and the legend 
"Paciflca ct Impera." 


The eucalyptus branch In the panel la 


an exact reproduction of a branch from 
a tree on tho Reo.ua estate, the tree 
planted many years ago by the man to 
whom tho window is a memorial, Isaac 
Lawrenco Rcqua.

The Revolution of Aw/os and Good Roads. 


Speaking editorially of the revolution which the auto and good 


roads have effected in the life of a California farmer, the Monte- 
rey Express says: 


"For the suburban farmers and even those living at a long dis- 


tance from an urban community, the auto-\vagon seems to be in- 
dispensable only as a money-saver if it be true that time is money. 
Already it is noted that some fanners are able to market all of 
the products of the farm with a car and trailer. While the car 
eats up gasoline the farmer is eating up time as, with almost the 
rabidity of a railroad train, he speeds to the city. Instead of 
hauling his produce to the nearest railroad station, there to await 
the convenience of the station agent, he can take it direct to his 
nearest market and in many instances dispose of it to the con- 
sumer without the aid of the middlemen and to the advantage of 
the consumer as well as to his own." 


Every one of the business activities in California are benefited 


in a similar way by good roads and the auto. But the latter has, 
like 'all other time-saving appliances, its limitations, for its mo- 
tive mechanism is delicate and subsequent to derangement. Its 
greatest utility depends on roads constructed with hard, smooth 
surfaces which reduces wear and tear to a minimum and keeps 
down the cost of repairs and general depreciation which affects 
the economic value of the machine as compared with the horse, 
the unit of power. 


With good roads, the auto totally eclipses the horse, and puts 


that useful animal out of commission in the matter of time-sav- 
ing and covering distance. Jt has developed, moreover, into an 
aid and a competitor with its successful rival of nearly eighty 
years ago. It is a noteworthy fact that early in the last century 
practically all of the vital features in the machinery of a modern 
automobile had been invented and successfully applied to road 
vehicles which threatened to displace the old-time stage coach 
and all other means of transportation. But close on the heels of 
the invention of the horseless vehicle came the invention of the 
metal road rail and the proof that in a wheeled vehicle standing 
on parallel lines of rails one horse power was capable of moving 
one hundred tons of weight for every ton the same power was 
able to move on a dirt road. George Stephenson seized the eco- 
nomic idea discovered in the rail and applied his genius to the de- 
velopment of the steam locomotive and the birth of the railroad 
was instantly the death of the horseless road vehicle. 


But the modern auto is under many conditions a successful 


rival now to railroads. To illustrate: Recently an Oakland pro- 
fessional man returned home from a two years' sight-seeing tour 
of Europe. When he left this city he shipped his passenger car 
overland to New York and thence across the Atlantic. 
During 


the European tour in which he was accompanied by his family, 
he never had occasion to pay a railroad fare. The record of his 
autometer at the close of the tour showed that the machine had 
covered a distance of 22,000 miles-and it had not cost him a cent 
for repairs. Since returning the same machine has traveled over 
two thousand miles additional and is today in as perfect running 
condition as it was when turned out of the factory. 


But dray horses and heavy drays employed in short hauling 


are still holding their own as old-time stand-bys which auto-drays 
have not been able to crowd out of business. The latter have 
not been able to overcome the superior economic value of the 
dray-horse. The original cost of an auto-dray involves a large 
investment of capital; cost of operation, maintenance and repair 
is correspondingly high, and the life" of the machine is compara- 
tively short. Still the auto-dray outstrips the horse-dray where 
the haulage is long and the saving of time in delivery is a mate- 
rial consideration. But the horseless road machine is an indis- 
pensable agent now in every line of business and human effort. 


THE ADOPTED 
CHILD 
THE 
SPEED BUG 
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While the apple-growers of the northwestern tier of States— 


Washington, Oregon, Idaho and Montana-—lost money last year 
through the failure to find a profitable market for their crops, the 
growers in the apple districts in this State, particularly those in 
the Pajaro and Sonoma valleys, obtained handsome returns for 
theirs, under contracts for the total crop made by agents of the 
buyers in the spring when the orchards were in blossom. The 
greater part of the California apple crop is shipped to Great Brit- 


ain. 
That country is a great apple-producer, but the California 


crop is in big demand and finds a ready sale in the markets of 
London and other large cities throughout the island at a price 
which yields a good profit to the enterprising importer. Both 
Oregon and Washington are producers of high grade apples. The 
former was at one time the principal apple-growing State, and of 
late years the crop of the Hood river country in Southern Oregon 
and also that raised in some of the valleys in Washington found 
a market in the Eastern States, Some shipments were also made 
to the London markets; but their growers seem to have lost their 
hold in both markets last year, while the California growers suc- 
ceeded in tightening their grip. 


Cost of California Fish Food. 


Edible fishes in all ages have been classed among all nations 


as the poor man's source of food supply. Food fishes are so 
classed today the world over except in California.

by the free wind or by an inexpensive agent of artificial power. 


There is only one answer to be given as an explanation of the 


fish market conditions—namely, that the California Fish Trust 
which was supposed to have been broken about two years ago, 
has a firmer grip on the monopoly of the supply of food fishes 
than it ever had before, and that the enormous expense the State 


inuring to the benefit of consumers, but to the exclusive enrich- 
ment of the trust controlling the market? supply. 


The proof of it is that in the northwestern waters of the Pa- 


cific Coast such a monopoly is not in existence and cannot be 
formed, because of international competition, for in all of the 
Puget Sound ports whole full-grown fish weighing anywhere from 
five to ten pounds can be bought at retail for the price of one 
pound in the markets of the bay cities, the cost and the size of 
the fish sold being regulated solely by the volume of the catch- 
and the weather conditions affecting the fisheries. 


The subject of the cost of fish food here is certainly one calling 


for stern official or legislative investigation to restore the poorer 
classes in the population of the State to their rightful inheritance.

f Last night Charles Humphreys is 
alleged, to have confessed to several 
persons, but up to tha't time George 
Stoutly maintained his innocence. 


The crime for which George and 


Charles Humphreys were executed in 
the penitentiary here today was the 
•murder of Mrs. Eliza Griffiths at Phil- 
omath. Ore.. June 11, 1911. 


Mrs.. Griffiths, an aged woman in 


cojtfnfortable circumstances, was found 
'diaad. in a small pond a few hundred, 
yards from her home. 


HUMPHREYS CONFESSED. 


The search, both for a motive for 


the crime and for the perpetrators, 
extended over about 
nine 
months, 


when George Humphreys was appre- 
hended at Hillsboro, Ore., where he 
broke down and confessed. 
His con- 


fession was so revolting that it was 
received with skepticism until a day 
or so later his brother Charles was 
taken into custody and another con- 
fession almost identical as to incidents 


as secured from him. 
,r Both were woodsmen. They related 


' that they believed that the woman 


had money concealed in her house 
and that, being in dire straits, they 
had gone to her home and after slay- 
ing and mistreating her, had carried 
her body to the pond -where it was 
found. 
Their search for money wag 


fruitless, only 
a 
few dollars being 


found about the premises Instead of 
about $500, which they said they ex- 
pected to secure.' 


REPUDIATE CONFESSION. 


The Humphreys 
later 
repudiated 
' their confessions and put up a stub- 
Wjorn defense, but were convicted May 


3, 1912, of murder In the first degree 
They were held to the Supreme Court, 
which on January 2 last upheld their 
conviction. 
Early in February they 


were- sentenced to be hangred March 
21About March 10 Governor Oswald 
West, whc has been persistent in his 
effort to secure the abolishment of 
capital punishment 
in 
Oregon, re- 


prieved tho men for one- day. This 
was taken generally to indicate further 
clemency, until the governor explained 
that the spiritual adviser 
of the 


Humphreys had urged the reprieve 
because March 21 fell upon Good Fri- 
day and- that the hanging would in- 
terfere with his vocational duties. 


There has been, however, a sys- 


tematic effort to secure commutation 
to life imprisonment by the anti-cap- 
ital punishment league 
of 
Oregon. 


The opponents to extreme punishment 
in this particular instance Justifying 
clemency on the contention that the 
Humphreys were ignorant men, men- 
tallv incapable of planning and con- 
summating the crime with which they 
were charged.

vant by the retirement of Assistant Fire 
Chief Sam Short and 
Police Corporal 


Henry C. Arnest. Chief of Police Walter 
J. Petersen and Fire Chief X. A. Ball 
wish to fill the two vacancies in their 
departments, and they have opinions from, 
the city attorney and civil service com- 
missioners contrary to that put forward, 
by Gross, but they will not attempt to 
fill the places unless Gross consents to 
audit the warrants. 


The charter provides that if a man is 


retired on account of disability prior to 
the age at which he would be entitled to 
regular retirement, he must 
have the 


right to be reinstated, should he recover 
from his disability. Gross contends that 
this automatically holds the positions open 
for a possible reinstatement, and that 
no other member of the department be 
raised to tho rajik vacated. 


Physicians declare that !t will. not be 


possible for either Short or Arnest to re- 
turn to active duty, and it is desired 
that these places shall not be left vacant 
until the two retired men shall have at- 
tained the age of regular 
retirement 
under the charter. 


The civil service board and the city at-

SACRAMEXTO. March 22.—Criticisms 


by certain contractors that the wearing- 
quality of a. leading type of road now ba- 
in? constructed bv the California High- 
w-av Commission vras rot permanent and 
that the money was not being well spent 
were threshed out by Governor Johnson 
with the contractors, the Commissioners 
nnd the Highway Engineer at an open 
meeting in his office yesterday. 


The typo of road discussed was that 


f'hioh has a concrete base and is being 
surfaced 
with asphaltic oil and stone 


screenings. 


The contractors conceded that the con- 


crete base was satisfactory, oven saying 
that a Irss expensive base might be used 
in snme places 


But they urged surfacing with sheet 


asphalt or asphaltio concrete. 


This type. It was conceded on all sides, 


would last a great deal longer, the con- 
tractors setting forth that it would be 
virtually permanent, although the Initial 
cost would be far greater than the other 
tvpe. 


ECONOMY IS OUTLINED. 


The Highway Commissioners held that 


the asphaltic oil surfacing on a concrete 
base would endura from one to three 
vears and that the Interest on the dif- 
ference in Initial cost would be sufficient 
to meet tha expense of maintenance 


They said that more than 90 per cent 


of the money was going into foundation 
work on highways of t'lis type. 


Atuch difference 
of opinion was de- 


veloped in regard to the relative costs of 
the two types, but Governor Johnson 
finally brought out the estimate that the 
concrete base with asphaltic oil surface 
would cost about $7600 a mile and the 
type urged by the contractors $12,000 a 
mile. 


It was then asserted by the commis- 


sioners that if they should try to build the 
more expensive type at the outset the 
515,000,000 bond issue would not suffice to 
construct the system required by the 
State highway act. 


SECTIONS TO BE SKIPPED. 


The total mileage would be cut down 


and certain parts of the State would fail 
to receive their share of the projected 
system. 


Governor Johnson said It -would be un- 


fair to give tho roads to the centers of 
population, leaving other 
sections un- 


touched. He said: 


"We 'laven't the right to leave them 


out and say: 


" 'You go to the bat and get bonds to 


complete your nart of the system.' 


"It must be perfectly plain how unjust 


it would be for the commission to .say ar- 
bitrarily that some counties should have 
roads and others should not." 


After the meeting, .Hugh Crummey, one 


of the contractors, said: 


"We didn't convince the Governor at all, 


but we found him a very smart man." 


"It 
was 
marching up the 
7U11 and 


marching down again," said another_of 
the leading contractors of the State. 


"The Governor mothers his brood Ukfe 


a hen with chickens. Every time one of 
them got Into trouble he at once helped 
him out of it. He's a brilliant man, that 
Governor. 


"But I am certain time will show we 


are right. The roads building under the 
State specifications will begin going to 
pieces in six months. 


"The worst of-the situation Is that the 


State Is setting a false standard for the 
counties that are voting bonds, and, as 
a consequence, we are going to have hun- 
dreds of miles of roads that will begin 
going to pieces at once."

Crummey, Bryant; Brooke and Kent said 


asphatic nil for surfacing would disinte- 
grate, that there was no adhesion between 
tho surfacing and the base and that it 
was not thck enough to stand the shock 
of travel so that the base itself would not 
wear away. 


Highway 
Engineer Fletcher and the 


Commissioners contended that the as- 
phaltic oil surface would last from one to 
three years, but the contractors limited its 
wearing period from six months to a year. 


EAST GETS GOOD RESULTS. 


Fletcher said that a similar surface was 


bolns used In the East with good results. 
Commissioner 
Towne said that In one 


State the concrete base alone was being 
used, but that this was a more costly type 
of concrete. 


Crummey said that an asphaltic con- 


crete surface would be practically perma- 
nent In character—that It -would be guar- 
anteed for nt least -ten years. 


Engineer Fletcher disagreed, asserting 


that at the end of four or five years It 
would have to be given a squeegee coat. 


Governor Johnson's questioning brought 


out, through the commission's figures, that 
the cost of the asphaltic oil surfacing wa« 
one-tenth of the cost of the surfacing ad- 
vate'd *>y the contractors. 


The governor said that under the high- 


way act the State would maintain th« 
highways and that if the impending au- 
tomobile bill passed, revenue would be ob- 


^ Highway Engineer Fletcher said that 
the commission had planned 2700 miles of 
roads, of wMch 1305 miles would be paved, 
480 miles graded and surfaced with gravel, 
and 785 miles laterals. 


Fletcher said that If the more expan- 


sive tvpe urged by the contractors b* 
adopted, ths mileage construction for the 
entire State, as planned, could not b« put 
through. He submitted thc^e figures:

The difficulty hafi been, however, tbat there 


wss little or no local demand for oilcake— 
at any rate, not sufficient to absorb the ma- 
terial which voulcl be produced by any industry 
on a large scale. Thus the oil-pressing industry 
UUB luubva involved, and imolrt-t }vl, in by 
far the greatest measure, thft exportation of the 
oilcake. Luckily tae demand from abroad is very 
acfive and Is increasing. 


03ie object of the present note is to call at- 


tention to a dauper in connection with this ex- 
port trade. 
Most of the foreign demand for 


oilcafeii is for the purpose of ubiug it in Friuice 
and England for the preparation of cattle foods. 
This applies to practically all Indian oilcake, 
except that from castor seed, which Is poison- 
ous and can be used only for fertilizer. It Is 
therefore essential that tbe cake -should arrive 
In Marseilles or Liverpool in good condition 
and not moldy. 
The oilcake as produced in 


Bombay contains a large quantity of moisture, 
and in Its passage to Europe has a great ten- 
dency to mold, and hi-ncf tie. of little u«e when 
it .irrk's jt itb ue^tinjUoo.
